_ Profit and Loss. 


“Within the last few months we have 
ceased to consider the war in the light of a 
misfortune. This is indeed a most extraor- 
dinary fact; if we had written a volume, 
nothing could have been said more sugges- 
tive—more characteristic of the moral revo- 
lution brought about by the rebellion. A 
nation essentially peaceful, bred to the use 
of the implements of peace,—whose victo-

ated, an army such as elicits unwilling ad- 
miration and surprise, from the most war- 
like of the nations of the earth. All the 
predilictions of the past—all those things 
which we have hitherto cherished the most 
jealously have been cast aside without a 


murmur, almost without regret. We have 


now a national debt, a powerful army, a 
censorship of the press, and of the telegraph. 
The most extraordinary powers have been 
entrusted to the Executive, and through him, 
to the various generals and officers in au- 
thority. Yet, all this, and more than this, 
if necessary, will be accepted cheerfully. 
The people, through the press and the pul- 
pit, are everywhere signifying to the gov- 
ernment their willingness to bear each his 
share of the burden. | 

We ought not to feel surprised that this 
state of things is inexplicable to those who 
are not acquainted with the history of this 
government, or the manner and temper of 
the people. Europeans have never under- 
stood us, and never will. With one excep- 
tion no travelers, not even the most oa 
ant—no writers, even the most profound, 
have arrived at a correct understanding of our 
system of Federal and State governments. 
Still more signally have they failed to ap- 
preciate the temper of the people, spread 
over such an immense extent of country, 
and tempered by such an immense diversity 
of climate, interest and occupation. 

That the world will understand us bet- 


ter—-nay, that we will understand our- | 


selves betier, is by no means the most 
despicable of the profits which we shall 
have to credit against the manifold evils 
and incopvenienves of the war. There will

This was humiliating enough, 
but the Southerners were our brethren, we 
were one nation, they cherished an institu- 
tion which we despised, but like the man in 
Molieres’ comedy, we would allow none to 
find fault with our friends but ourselves, 
and so for years we stood between them 
and the odium of their deeds until the in- 
stitution petted and cherished sought to 
cast its Upas-like shadow over the entire 
continent. But one by one the limbs are 
being lopped ;. and, thank God! even now 
the District of Columbia—our National 
Capitol—is open to the light of Heaven, 


Every day, every hour brings us news of 
the progress of retributive justice. The 
very roots of this horrible growth are about 
to be eradicated. 

We hear complaints occasionally that the 
war is being turned into a war of emanci- 
pation. This is not true; but if emancipa- 
tion he the final result, surely it is but 
retributive justice upon those who provoked 
a war against freedom—inaugurated by 
firing upon the national ensign when dis- 
played by the Star of the West, and from 
the fall of Sumter to Manassas threatening 
the very existence of the Republic. © 

But the moderation, the magnanimity of 
the Government is apparent in victory as 
was its heroism under long suffering and 
defeat. The property of rebels and traitors 
will be justly confiscated, but the property 
of loyal citizens, even though it consist of 
flesh and blood, will find protection under 
the Government so desperately menaced. 
But the days of slavery are numbered, Its 
very name will soon be justly odious; as 
much so in the South, when it has returned 
to reason, as it is now in the North and 
West. The President has indicated to us 
his own views on the subject, and none can 
deny but that, under the circumstances, they 
are eminently just and conservative.

After 
attaining his majority, he indulged in danc- 
ing and convivial company to such excess, 
that of sixteen days and nights, he spent 
fifteen of them without being once in bed. 
He wandered about the country, idle, leav- 
ing many debts uppaid,—so utterly godless 
that his drunken landlord at Bristol threat- 
ened to turn him out of his house. He 
went to hear Whitfield preach from the 
text, “Is not this a brand plucked from the 
burning?” When the sermon was ended, 
Thomas Olivers was a changed man. He 
was as scrupulous as he had been reckless 
He began a preathing tour in a little while, 
journeying through his old haunts, paying 
his old debts with a litte money due from 
the estate of his kindred. He went to one 
town to pay a six-pence. Seventy debts he 
thus paid, being obliged, before he got 
through, to sell horse, saddle and bridle. 
For 46 years did this new man preach. He 
was the author also of some of the noblest 
hymns in'the English ‘language: ‘What a 
glorious thing it is to-preach a gospel, which 
may work such transformations of character 
even while you are preaching it! __

‘Loyalty Sermon, by Rev. Dr. Anderscn. 


In most, if not all, of our loyal churches 
in this city, the recent proclamation of the 
President was duly noticed. In several of 
the churches sermons were preached, sug- 
gested by it. As a fair specimen of the 
spirit of our true-hearted and nobly loyal 
eburches in this city, we furnish our readers 
with the following liberal extracts from the 
sermon preached by Rev. Dr. Anderson, 
last Sabbath. Among his audience, we no- 
ticed a number of the leading men of our 
Army and Navy.. | | 

The passages of Scripture on which the 
discourse was founded are contained in 
II. Sam. 22 ch.; Psalms 21 ; 40:17 ; 55:22. 

Passing by the introduction, the Doctor 


proceeds as follows: 
. Let us consider the several subjects re- 
commended in the proclamation. ‘The facts 
‘as stated, “That it has pleased Almighty 
God to vouchsate signal victories to land 
and naval forces engaged in suppressing an 
internal rebellion, and at the same time to 
avert from our country the dangers of for- 
eign intervention and invasion.” In view 
of these facts, it is recommended to the 
eople of the United States, at next Sab- 
Bath assemblages, after notice of proclama- 
tion, in their accustomed places to worship, 
I, “That they acknowledge and render 
thanks to our Heavenly Father for their in- 
estimable blessings.” Two points are re- 
commended here, viz: (1.) To acknowledge 
God as the author of them, (2.).and to 
render Him thanks therefor. 

We are ready, to-day, to acknowledge 
God as the author of all these blessings; 
for by “ Him only kings and princes decree 
justice. He setteth up a nation and casteth 
it down. He gives wisdom to rulers to de- 
vise the best plans; and energy and cour- 
age to armies and navies to execute them. 
He strikes with panic those whom He pur- 
poses to overthrow ; victory and defeat are 
alike the product of His hand. 

Our Secretary of War, in a late letter, - 
has given a withering rebuke to the senti- 
ment that victory depends upon human 
power. “The idea of inaugurating a vic- 
tory,” he says, “had its origin in infidel 
France.” He asserts that nations are in- 
debted for victory to the spirit which God 
infuses into officers and men. All the his- 

wry of the past, proves it. The Philistines 
werg a brave and warlike nation, yet they 
fled, panic stricken, before Jovathan and 
his armor bearer, and in their confusion 
turned every man his sword upon his fel- 
low, and gave Israel a great triumph. So 
the Midianites, so Amalek, and so again. 
and again did Israel flee before. their ene- 
mies at times when God had withdrawn his 
favor on account. of their sins. Even the 
symbol of the Divine presence did not save 
them from the Philistines,and God al- 
lowed the ark to be taken. by the uncircum- 
cised. The Roman Tacitus says, “Jz rebus 
bellicis maxime dominatur Fortuna. The 
venerable Lieut. General of our Army says, 
that when officers have made every prepar- 
ation and taken every precaution which 
military experience and science suggests, 
and have joined battle, the issue depends 
upon second causes against which no human 
power can guard.

CURING HAMS. | 


Few persons understand the proper in- 
gredients, and exact proportions, to make a 
suitable pickle for curing hams. This is 
the season when such information is useful. 
The desideratum is to cure the meat, so that 
it will keep in hot weather, with the use of 
as little salt as possible. Pickle made in 
the following manner, it is believed, will 
accomplish this : 

“1 8-4 Ibs. of salt—coarse or alum salt is 
best. | 

1-2 oz. saltpetre. 

1 pint molasses, or 1 lb. of brown sugar. 

1 teaspoonful saleratus. 

Let these be added to one gallon of wa- 
ter, and the amount increased in the same 
proportions to make the quantity required. 
Bring’the liquor to a boil, taking care to 
skim just before it begins to boil. Let the 
pickle cool, and pour it over the meat until 
covered. The meat should be packed in 
clean, tight casks, and should remain in the 
pickle six or seven weeks, when it will be 
fit to smoke. Green hickory wood is the 
best article for this purpose. Shoulders 
prepared in this way are nearly as good as 
hams. This pickle is just the thing to make 
nice corn beef, or corn beef tongues, or any 
lean meat for drying.— Valley Farmer. 


HOW TO PRESERVE POTATOES AT SEA. 


Captain Gilbert Smith, of the barque 
Martha Wenzel, has communicated to the 
Yarmouth (England) Register a method by 
which he succeeded in preserving potatoes 
at sea during long voyages. “To pre- 
serve potatoes,” says Captain Smith, “ put 
them into a pen on deck, the door of which 
must always be kept open in good weather. 
Scatter over them a quart of air-slacked 
lime to every twenty-five bushels; pick 
them and rub off the sprouts once every 
month. Put up and kept in this manner, 
they will remain good five or six months.” 
On the first of August, 1861, he says: “I 
have now potatoes on board that were taken 
in at Melbourne, Jan. 20th ; the vessel since 
has been to Callao, Chinchas, and is now 
within a few days sail of Bourbon and Mau- 
ritius ; consequently the potatoes have been 
on board, and daily used for six months and 
ten days, and for cooking purposes, they are 
as good now as when taken on board at 
Melbourne. I would further add in thiy 
matter, that -if potatoes were taken out of 
the damp cellars in the ‘spring and put in 
some dry out-building with a good circula- 
tion of air, and a little lime mixed with 
them, they could be kept until July and 
August in a good state of preservation.” 


THE TOMATO. 


When it is considered how recently this 
vegetable was introduced, and how strong a 
prejudice ran against it for a while, the ex- 
tent to which it is now cultivated is truly 
wonderful. There is nothing like it in hor- 
ticultural progress. Alike healthy and 
pleasant, it has become at once a luxury 
and a necessary of life. Raw or cooked, 
fried or stewed—eaten with or without su- 
gar, or salt, or vinegar~in sauce or catchup 
—in pies or pickles—warm or cold—the 
tomato “is itself” in every way—one of the 
greatest of the Almighty benefactions in the 
vegetable line. 

here are important differ®énces among 
the varieties of the tomato, which should be 
understood before planting; and those who 
wish to enjoy the best should not fail to 
ascertain what sort of seed they get when 
buying (if they have to buy) for the com- 
ing season. 


Satsiry, Parsnips AND CaARROTS.— 
Special care should be taken to plow deeply 
for roots jike:these. A plentiful supply of 

artieles in this line is largely condu- 
cive to health during the winter. . The sal- 
sify, cooked well in small pieces and prop- 
erly seasoned, might satisfy amateurs about 
oysters—so much do they resemble in fia- 
vor. Thoroughly boiled with meat, or in 
vegetables, the carrot will commend itself 
to good housekeepers. Although “fair 
words butter no parsnips,” good parsnips 
will not. suffer from use even without the 
oily condiment 


CurRRANTS.—One of the easiest things 
cultivated is the currant. Cuttings placed 
in mellowed soil will soon show how little 
trouble is required to secure supplies of 
some of the best fruits for table use and pre- 
servation, not forgetting the “creature com- 
fort” of wine, which may be made of a 
quality surpassing much of the grape juice. 
In sickness or in health, currant jelly alone 
—if there were no other good result— 
would render desirable the culture of this 
easily-raised berry. . Gardens that are des- 
titute should be supplied at once. 


GRAFTING THe Tomaro on THE Po- 
TATO.—A correspondent of the Horiicultur- 
tst states that he sticceeded, perfectly, in 
grafting a scion of the tomato upon the po- 
tato vine. He cut about one-third of the 
potato shoot off, just above a leaf, taking 
care not to injure the bad at its base. The 
scion, being shielded from the sun, was 
every day sprinkled with a little water, and 
it took yeadily. Inthe fall the tomato was 
loaded with ripe and unripe fruit, and had 
grown to a large size. ‘The potato and to. 
mato are closely allied, botanically. 


Sor¢ntm.—The Visalia Delia advises 
all farmers in Tulare county, who have not 
had the opportunity to put in grain crops 
this year; to plant their acres in ‘Chinese 
sugar cane. That paper says, the cane 
grows well in the locality and yields extra- 
ordinary quantities of syrup. “One of our 
citizens has ordered from the East a crush- 
ing mill for extracting the juice, and also an 
evaporating apparatus, and he will be pre- 
pared to meena’ both sugar and, mo- 
lasses from all the cane that may be raised.

ROTATION OF CROPS... 


The Oountry Gentleman says that James 
Beatty & Sons, successful farmers in Cay- 
uga county, N. Y., adopt the following ro- 
tation : 

Their fields successively lie in meadow 
two years; in pasture the third; the fourth 
corn is planted on the sod, the manure hav- 
ing been applied the previous Autumn, and 
the sod plowed just before planting. Corn 
is followed the fifth year by barley, which 
is seeded to clover by rolling. This clover 
is pastured with sheep, the pasture thus ob- 
tained being equal to the expense of seed- 
ing, until the following Summer, when it is 
converted to Summer fallow for wheat. 
The droppings of the sheep, and the crop 
of clover, furnish an excellent preparation 
for this grain, which is harvested the sixth 
year... It. ds followed..by.a..growth of tim- 
othy and clover, which constitutes meadow 


mentioned. Underdraining, and this rota- 
ton “have more than doubled the crops in 
the aggregate,” during the last ten years.

BRAFTS ON THE GOVERNMENT. 


The fact that Government drafts and checks rank 
lower imthe market than commercial paper, is worthy of 
remark. It is, of course, owing to no apprehension in 
rezard to the responsibility of the Government, and we 
may add, to no feeling of unfriendliness; but that there 
is a prejudice against the issues of Government and Gov- 
ernment officers in this form, cannot be concealed. The 
cause of this prejudice is easily explained. Our Govern- 
ment has sometimes been dilatory in giving due honor 
to the bills of its agents and officers, and by such a course 
has impaired its credit, or the credit of its officers, to so 
great a degree, that thesé bills can rarely be placed upon 
as good terms as first class commercial exchange, how- 
ever confident may be the feeling that they are all in 
order aud will ultimately be paid. The difiiculty is not 
only that they are not always promptly met like other 
bills of like tenor, but there is no telling when they will 
be. It may be in ten, twenty, thirty or sixty days, or 
not until the next meeting of Congress, and the very end 
of the session at that. This often works great injury to 
the service, and great mortification to the honorable and 
worthy geutlemen who draw the bills. Government 
loses a large percentage in the sale. Officers are ham- 
pered in their operations by the difliculty of negotiating. 
They incur the risk of censure on account of the low 
price they are compelled to accept, or if restricted to 
par by express orders, there is no alternative but to allow 
an equivalent in the price of commodities purchased 01 
labor paid for,and then run the gauntlet of investiga- 
tions and insinuations, reflecting upon their honor or 
capacity; with perhaps a spiteful paragraph in some 
newspaper from the pen of a local itemizer or corres- 
pondent who failed to find employment for himself, or a 
preference for his wares at the hands of the unfortunate 
Otlicials, 2nd whose spleen, according to the fashion of 
the day, must needs be vented through the public press, 
increasing the difiiculties of their position, and adding 
further jeapordy to the interests of Government. 

Every one at all familiar with these matters knows 
well enough that this is no fancy sketch; and it chiefly | 
results from the negligence of Government in the man- 
agement of its fiscal affairs—its apparent indiffererice to 
its own credit and that of its agents. This is no distin- 
guishing fault of the present Administration ;,it has been 
the case with those that preceded it. We well remember 
the keen sense of dishonor exhibited by a very exccllent 
officer upon this coast many years since, whose bill, 
drawn to meet expenditurés on Government account in 
the regular course of his duties, suffered discredit at 
Washington and laid over for some weeks, That the 
policy of such a course is unsound and injurious to all 
concerned—particularly so to the Government—admits 
of no doubt. The importance of a radical change in this 
respect has long been feit by business men, and often 
brought to our notice. Such change is easily effected. 


ity, thus insuring, as fully as may be, capacity and integ- 
rity, as we believe has generally been the case on this 
coast, and then let the credit of those officers in their 
official acts be fully guaranteed to the public by prompt 
and undeviating recognition. Should they err, exceed 
their authority, or be guilty of indiscretion, let Govern- 
ment deal with them as the nature of the circumstances 
may require; but let not the publie suffer inconvenience. 
from it in any way whatever, Such is the practice of the - 
English Government, and we believe also of the French; 
hence their agents and officers find no difficulty in plac- 
ing their bills and supplying their fiscal wants in any 
part of the world and upon the most favorable terms. 
‘But in addition to the ordinary objection to bills upon 
the Government originating in the causes above referred 
tofwe may mention another as exerting a very impor- 
tart influence in this locality at the present time. It has 
been the practice of Government in past years to meet 
large portion of its disbursements upon this coast (say 
$1,500,000 to $2,500,000) by the sale of Transfer Drafts, as 
they are called, drawn by the Treasury Department at 
Washington upon the Sub-Treasurer at New York.— 
These drafts have been taken sometimes by merchants 


for their remittances, but chiefly by Bankers to cover | 


their own issues; and generally, through the gocd man- 
agement and popularity of parties vending them, com- 
manded a premium but little below Bankers’ rates. In 
December last, a considerable amount of these drafts 
was placed upon the market, but met with unusual hesi- 
tancy on the part of buyers. The state of fiscal affairs 
at the East was deemed critical. The probability of the 
suspension of cash-payments, both by the Government 
and the banks, was freely discussed, and the practicabil- 
ity of sustaining the large expenses of the former upon 
a specie basis was regarded by many able and experi- 
enced financiers as questionable. A dangerous expan- 
sion of the currency was apprehended; and, at the same 
time, a serious rupture of our foreign relations appeared 
imminent. Under these circumstances it was not to be 
wondered at, that negotiations should ‘“‘ hang fire.’’ The 
public were well enough disposed, but naturally fearful 
of sending off a large amount of these drafts, which, 
possibly, might be rejected by their correspondents and 
returned to them with heavy losses. At this juncture, 
after receiving assurances emanating from official sources, 
that ample funds were specifically set apart for the 
Transfer Drafts at the time of drawing, and to remain 
intact—consecrated to that sole purpose, several of our 
leading Bankers, animated by friendly feelings, entered 
the market and relieved the necessities of Government by 
taking some three hundred thousand dollars of these 
issues at a high rate of premium, reserving but.a small 


margin of profit for themselves. They were, of course, |

finances. The foregoing is an example of the risks inci- 
dent to such operations. The loss of eight or ten thous- 
and dollars upon a single transaction is_not very agree- 
abe even to men of the largest means. We believe that 
Government will do justice in the premises upon a p r 
showing, but the amount of negotiation wired, the 
delay, the expense and the costliness of such proceed-. 
ings are sufliciently distasteful te be aveided in future, 
unless for an adequate consideration. The Eastern 
Banks, after exhausting themselves ia efforts to aid the 
Government, furnishing cash at par for its issues to an 
extent equal to the entire amouut of their capital, have 
been accused by unscrupulous writers of designs to swin- 
die and defraud when, at a later moment, they attempt 
to interpose conservative measures for their own and. 
the public welfare. It is quite certain that if such par- 
ties do not look out for themselves, nobody else will. 
Rich men get no sympathy; they are presumed to 
sess all the appliances needed for self-protection ; and it 
must be remembered that a plea of necessity on the part 
of Government admits of no response. 

We are satisfied, however, that the circumstances to 
which we have alluded ought to exert no unfavorab!e 
influence upon the issues of the Quartermaster and Com- 
missary of this Department at present afloat in this mar- 
ket.

LAKE SUPERIOR COPPER. 
Thé r mining interests of Lake Superior 
are a prosporous and satisfactory 
condition. This metal, which was selling a few 
months since as low as seventeen or eighteen cents 
per pound, is now held at twenty-eight, with a fair 
prospect of a still further advance, perhaps to thi 
cents. This great change in price has not been ca 
by speculation or increased consumption, but by the 
non-receipt of the usual amount from Chili and one 
or two of the Southern States, leaving the whole mar- 
ket in the hands of the Lake Superior companies. 
The demand for American copper abroad is assays 
increasing, as preference is given to it in almost : 
the European markets. Nearly all our brands are as 
well known in Paris and other large cities as in Bos- 
ton. Early in the season very extensive shipments 
of copper were made to Europe in consequence of 
the low prices which ruled hére at that time. Our 
Government has beena purchaser fora large amount, 
and this fact has probably influenced the market quite 
as much as foreign shipments. - The entire product of 
the Lake Superior mines the past year, it is estimated, 
amounts to about seven thousand tons, (valued at 
nearly wiped while the total consumption of 
the whole country, including rebeldom, was about 
twelve thousand tons. ; Bs, 
The stock of copper on hand in all the Eastern mar- 
kets is at present small, comparatively speaking, and 
it will not be iner before the opening of naviga- 
tion in May and June next.

The police are un- 
able to prevent this adulteration, but the laws punish 
it with great severity; every week do the news- 
‘papers publish judgments against wine merchants 
and grocers, in execntion of which their wines, 
twenty, thirty, eighty hogsheads at once, are poured 
into gutters. But this dishonest art is now so perfect 
than even clever chemists can with difficulty distin- 
guish the true wine from the false. Such was the 
case in a very recent trial. The chemist, after re- 
porting all the iugredients of which the wine was 
composed, observed, that if one of them were in less 
quantity, he would have been unable to distinguish 
it from the natural wine. ‘The prosecuted wine mer- 
chant, who was present, listened attentively to the 
chemist’s report, and at last asked him which ingre- 
dient it was. The chemist very imprudently told him, 
and the accused immediately answered, ‘‘ I am very 
much obliged, sir, and I don’t regret now my forty 
hogsheads of wine which will be destroyed, because 
now I am certaim of my business.”’ 


CENTRAL AMERICA AS A COTTON F1eELD.—Central 
America contains a greater area of cotton-producing 
land than all the ‘* seceded’’ States together, and the 

uality of the cotton is as good as the bes that is pru- 
inead in.any country. In the Southern States the 
cotton plant, au annual, is killed every year by the 
frosts, whereas in Central America it is a perennial. 
The best variety, the anguilla, commercially kuown 
as the Sea Island, is a native of Honduras, and was 
introduced into South Carolina shortly after the Rey- 
olution. The cotton of Central America is equal in 

uality to that grown in Jamaica, South Carolina or 
Plorida, and saperior to the best productions of India 
or Egypt. The yield per acre is more than double 
that of the Southern States, there being two crops a 
year. The soil is almost inexhaustible, the climate 
delightful and labor cheap. On the Pacific coast 
there ure plenty of plateaux, which are only waitin 
the attention of the careful and thrifty planter; med 
the forest trees of that portion which would need to 
be cleared are snch as always find a ready market at 
remunerative prices in the Northern States and West- 
ern Europe, such as mahogany, cedar and Brazil
